dum and the recall. It is the last word 
that makes most men shrink. Let no 
man deceive himself hy the fallacy 
that anybody proposes to substitute 
direct legislation by the people or a 
direct reference by the Tote of the 
people, for representative government. 


'"The initiative Js a means of re- 


capturing the seat of legislative au- 
thority on behaif of the people them- 
selves. The referendum is a means of 
seeing to it 
that 
unrepresentative 


measures are not put upon the statute 
books, but are checked by being SUD- 
milted to the vote of the people. When 
you come to the recall the principle is 
ihat if an. administrative officer, for 
we will begin with an administrative 
officer, is corrupt, or 30 unwise as to 
be doing things that are likely to 
lead to all sorts of mischief, in th* 
future it -will be possible by a sedate 
and slow process prescribed by the 
law to get rid of t*at officer before 
the end of his term.

grounded in the traditions of Ameri- 
can affairs, particularly as they De- 
rive their origin from New England, 
can find any valid objection to the 
recall of administrative officers. 
"It is another matter when it com«s

A strong opera glass •svil! bring them a good many 
hundreds of miles nearer to you than a flying machine and vrill help yon to 
imagine you are sailing around near the stars •without the danger of flying 
through the air. 


"The stars are not standing still, as some people seem to think they are. 


If you were awake all night you would see that they seem to rise in the east 
•and set in the west and that they are not in the same place all the year. The 
reason the stars seem to rise in the east is because the earth tarns from west 
to east. 


"There is one star ia the sky. though, that seems always to be in the same 


place, and a very wonderful star this is. If you nonce it every night you will 
EC« that it is in just the same place, while the stars in the Great Bear or the 
Little Bear or the other star groups are to be found in different places at dif- 
ferent times of the year. 


"A long time ago. before the compass was invented, sailors steered their

The 
railroads are giving their men one 
" ,y*s rest in seven some places and 
are closing their excursions on those 
days.

Dr. Lyon then told the story of

greatly distressed. His friends tried 
to excuse him and offered his forget- 
Tulness as a plea. "That's all right, 
friends," wailed the old man. "I did 
forget, but God told me to remem- 
ber." 


The Evil of Habits. 
Probably the most startling por- 
ion of the sermon was Dr. Lyon's 
discussion of 
the commandment 


Thou shalt not kill." '-There are 
more ways to kill," he said- "than 
with the dirk and gun. There are 
many ways of committing murder, 
and many people are committing 
physical suicide in their daily life. 
Know ye not that the body is the 
:emple of the Holy Ghost? 
If any 


man defile this body, him shall God 
destroy.'

Dr. Lyon emphasized his 
creed 
against cigarette 
smoking and re- 


peated the statement made 
before 


the High School yesterday morning 
when he said that he would 'rather 
see his son dead than grow up and 
be a cigarette 
fiend." 
"Fathers, 


Wa»U kia«i.«f u «xua|»i« ar« 
setting your boy? Have you a patent 
right on filth? 
If your wiv«s> were 
guilty of the dirty habits you are, 
you'd leave her and get a divorce 
just mm quickly as y»u 
"Friends." shouted the 
speaker, 


"either the level of manhood will be 
raised to that of womanhood, 
or 


the level of womanhood is King to 
be degraded by our men. Wouldn't it 
be better for you to sacrifice some 
of the habits that are dangerous and 
keep your SOB strong and pure and 
sane? 


- The Yellow Back Xorel. 
"Many young men of the country 


are committing intellectual suicide," 
maintains the speaker. "Pernicious 
reading is doing much to overthrow 
our young- manhood. Yellow-backed 
books about "Tiger Tim, the Terror 
of Timbuctoo," or "Nimble Fingered 
Dick" go hand in hand with cigar- 
ettes and their dirty yellow finger 
stains." he declared. 


"Have you any place in Xewark 


that is selling that intellectual trash? 
I would rather have a smallpox pest 
house on the main street of a town 
than that kind of a place. How many 
a son or daughter has some 
little 


pamphlet hidden away in a trunk or 
drawer that they don't want their 
parents to see? 


"The 
time Is BO short from 
the 
cradle to the grave, we see so little 
of this life, that we have no time to 
waste in pernicious reading. 


"And don't forget the moral sui- 
cide," cautioned Dr. Lyon. "A man 
is known by his companions. If I 
know what kind of companions a 
man keeps. I may not know what he 
has been, or what he is today, but I 
do know what he's going to be to- 
morrow. Water finds its level some- 
where. 


Bats in His Belfry. 


"You never knew a fellow 
who 
wore his hat on the side of his head 
that hasn't a screw loose somewhere, 
who hasn't a yellow streak in his 
make-up, and when you see a fellow 
like that telling some dirty 
story, 


squirting tobacco juice through his 
teeth, or smoking a cigarette, you 
may know these is a young fellow 
giving him a preparatory course to 
be a post graduate of the reform 
school or the penitentiary. 


"And when you see a young girl 
going up street with a fellow like 
that, you may know that she isn't 
shoe-high! I saw one the other day, 
and the fellow was puffing cigarette 
smoke into the girl's face and she 
seemed to enjoy it. Let me tell yon. 
the girl that permits such a thing as 
that hasn't a'bit of self-respect. I'd

They are slowly starving )to 
death." 


Dust Off- the Bible. 


Dr. Lyon provoked great laughter 


"When he insinuated hat 'some peo- 
ple could be awfully pious when the 
preacher was around." He told the 
story of the preacher who asked the 
blessing when at a home where such 
things were uncommon, and the 
small boy of the family—the eternal 
small boy — looked amazed and fi- 
nally said: "Aw, cut it out! 
What 
are you giving us'" "There are a 
lot of people who, as soon as thev 
know the pastor is going o call, get 
the Bible off of the shelf and wipe 
Off the dust. The cover is so dusty 
you could write your name on it. 
"People today rush to their meals 


like hogs, without giving thanks for 
the blessings of the day. They lie 
down to sleep without any request 
for protecion through the 
coming 


day. And when the recording angel 
enters it in his book, he will write 
down: "Died of spiritual starva- 
tion'—don't call it suicide. 
'It's more honorable for you to 
stab your mother in the back than 
to kill her inch by inch 
by your 


harsh deeds. I've had my hand cal- 
ised by hard toil, but that hand's 
too clean to grasp the hand of a man 
who is destroying the life and 
the 
leart blood of that dear mother of 
lis.

"How many a husband is killing

In words of fiery denunciation, Dr. 


^yon then rebuked scathingly 
the 
drunkards of the city, and told of 
several instances where death 
and 
murder had been the outcome of de- 
bauchery. 
"And then, when 
the 


wife of the drunkard is dead, 
he 
goes back from the grave and tries 
o drown his sorrows in drink, and 
he man with the white anron and 
he black heart, the man behind the 
sar. who ought to be behind the 
bars, is still plvine the drug and the 
death-dealing drunk. 


"Ain't I licensed to sell it," is the 


efuge of the saloon keeper.' accord- 
ns to the speaker. "Am I my broth- 
er's keeper? 
Doesn't tbe law give 


me the right?" And there yau have 
he modern Cain! 


The Terrors of Drink. 


One evening in -a licensed dram 


bop, Dr. Lyon related, a yonng man 
was shot down by his companion. 
'he murder was arrested and there 
was great excitement and threats of 
ynching. "Friends, I would like to 
ad one thin?. I would have liked i cial evil" adultery] 


and Mid to them, with all the power 
that I had: 'Every 
one 
of 
you 
stands condemned of the murder o: 
that man/ " 


Dr. Lyon also old the atory of an 


Ohio man, "• devji when drunk, but 
kind-hearted when sober," who, in a 
fit of drunken frenzy, butchered his 
own child because its mother woulc 
not give him money for "more 
booze." 
Isat It Awful? 


"That's what liquor does! That's 
what the majority of voters in Xew- 
ark have allowed to be legalized 
right here in jour city, and 
you 


know that damning, black, slimy 
trail has brough a curse to this city, 
because church members didn't have 
the conscience and the courage »n< 
the conviction and the manhood to 
stand out for sobriety against the 
damning curs* of the liquor busi- 
ness." So dramatic a as this scourg- 
ing, it was several moments before 
Dr. Lyon bad the physical power to 
continue his sermon. The audience 
applauded as * Xewark pastor has 
never been applauded, although de- 
nunciations equally as sure in their 
direction hare often been uttered. 
The message was a powerful one and 
as the pastors on the piaform heard 
the outburst of 
enthusiasm, more 


than one of them bowed in appreci- 
ation of the truth that the church 
people of Xewark are being inspired 
to action as never before. 


A Hot Hell A-Coming! 


"Before God," Dr. Lyon finally 
continued, "every voter in this clt* 
that has voted for license and for 
the prosperity, he protection and the 
perpetuating; of the rule of the liquor 
traffic is particepe criminis in all the 
trail of crime and the murders of 
the past, and either you have to get 
down on your knees and break your 
connection with hell and go out for 
God, or if there Is going to be a hell 
that is hot for anybody, it is going to 
be hot for yon." 


The society evil—the evil of a 


childless age—was denounced by Dr. 
Lyon in no uncertain terms. "It is 
nothing but infant murder. You hear 
about the children that are 
found 
outside the cities in China and India 
partially devoured by wild beasts. 
You call it heathenism. But you have 
a culured heathenism right here in 
America, and it is found on the boul- 
evards as well as in the Claras. 


Society Murders Its Children. 
"Why are there so many childless 


homes these days. There are, of 
course, some homes where good peo- 
ple have been praying that 
their 
arms might feel the form of their 
own child- but there are other homes 
where the lack is due to the incar- 
nate, satanic selfishness hat 
does 
not want anything to interfere with 
their social plans." 


Dr. Lyon then told of an organi- 


zation in an Ohio town where twen- 
ty-four women.called the "Un-encum- 
bered Club," did not believe in hav- 
ing any "squalling brats about.' 


And every one of that gang fought 
the revival meetings from beginning 
to end. - ,- , - - «.jsf: 


"Whenever you. find a woman who 
has time for bridge and other gam- 
Tding and vice, and has no time for 
children, you can find that nine 
times out of ten, if the family doc- 
tor will tell you the truth, there is 
0. woman that is guilty of infant 
murder. 
— 


The Poodle and Tomcat. 
"It is not easy for me to talk to 
you about things like this, but some 
one has to talk plainly on these 
questions that are paralyzing the life 
of our nation. They called Roose- 
velt old-fashioned when he said thai 
when the birth notes of a mother 
cease, the death knell of America wil 
be sounded. But God pity that hame 
in which there are but two children 
-a tomca and a poodle dog!" 
The final 
commandment treated 
by Dr. Lyon was that one which has 
been instilled in the wind of every 
Christian or non-Christian since the 
earliest days of ethical advancement 
—either by precept, the birch rod or 
'Christian influence, "Honor thy fath- 
er and thy mother." "'The young 
folks of today are laying the old 
folks back on be shelf." said 
Dr. 


Lyon. "And in Sing Sing prison, 80 
per cent of the inmates traced their 
imprisonment to 
disobedience 
of 
their parents. Whatsoever ye sow, 
that shall ye also reap. 


Write Home Tonight. 
"Are yon taking good care of the 


old folks? 
Are you making their 
pathway bright? Make their lives 
all sunshine. There is some son or 
daughter here tonight, far away from 
tha aged mother; don't neglect 
to 
write that letter. How much it 
means to get a letter from the boy 
or girl, even if it isn't very long. 
How long has it been since you have 
written to mother? Nothing 
Tfill 


give you greater -saisfaction 
when 


you are aged and your parents are 
in the grave than to think that you 
did what you could to 
make life 
bright for them, and nothing will 
give any blacker or deeper remorse 
than the realization that you did 
something to bring sorrow and care 
to the life of that one wlio loves you 
better than the ruddy drop that 
gathers about their hearts." 


His closing remarks Dr. Lyon ad- 
dressed to the parents in the audi- 
ence. "What have you done, folks? 
Have you forfeited the right to tbe 
respee of your children? Let me ask 
you, 
fathers and mothers, have you 


anything in your private lives that 
would cause tlie loss of the respect 
and the love of your children to be 
destroyed 


And don't forget that a young 
person that's honoring his earthly 
parent is not far from honoring his 
heavenly parep." 


A Hot Time Tonight, 
Dr. Lyon declared that tonight's 


sermon would ne devoted to the dis- 
cussion or graft, business dishonesty, 
gossiping, scandal, and the great so- 


o have grouped around the coffin of 
he young man who shot him, the 
artender who sold the liquor, the 
aloon-keeper w/io ran the place and 
he church member who owner the 
uilding. and then I would have liad 
every one of the voters 
who cast 


their ballots to permit that man to 
sell that liquor that inflamed 
that 


•young man's brain, that caused'him 


"If you are a deadbeat or sensi- 


tive in any way, you can stay home. 
"We're soing to have a hot time in 
the old town and you're liable to get 
burned."

One of the greatest factors in the 
success of a revival is its music, ant 
surely the Lyon party is not defic 
ient in this respect. Under the di 
rection of Prof. Mitchell, the choriu, 
choir of over 200 -voices is develop- 
ing its ability rapidly, and the songs 
of praise from the tabernacle have 
demanded the attention of residents 
•several blocks away. 
As soloists 


Prof. Mitchell and Mrs. Grace Powel 
are artists not to be compared with 
the usual evangelistic singers. Thej 
possess voices trained to the point 
of finesse, an appreciation of musi 
fcal interpretation and a sympathy 
with their work that cannot fail to 
lead to a reception of their gospel b> 
their audiences. 
Mrs. Powell's of- 
fering last evening was "My Moth- 
er's Prayer," and Prof. Mitchell, a 
the court house service, sang "Where 
is My Wandering Boy Tonight?" 
Ushers Are Busy. 
The staff of ushers at the taber- 
nacle has been splendidly organized 
and is taking care of the crowds in 
Splendid manner. 
The children are 
permitted to have the three 
front 


TOWS clear across the building, anc 
-persons hard of hearing are seatec 
in the four rows of the center sec- 
tion immediately behind the young- 
sters. A place has been reserved for 
physicians on the left side of 
the 
building, and calls for physicians are 
to be carried to that section and not 
called from the pulpit. 


The mayor and chief of police are 


lending their support to the meetings 
in their official 
capacities. Some 


trouble has been experienced during 
the early meetings by small 
boys 


running around the building, tamper- 
ing with the doors and windows and 
shouting at the speaker. There was 
none of this last night, for three uni- 
formed police officers were at 
the 
tabernacle throughout the service as 
a special courtesy of the department. 


Bunch of Cheap Skates. 
Dr. Lyon opened his service last 


night with a reference to his previ- 
ous sermons, at which some good 
Xewark citizens had taken umbrage 
and declared their intention to re- 
main away from the meetings. 


"What do they want me to do — 


pat them on the head and tell them 
they're all right, only to do a little 
better hereafter? I'm here for busi- 
ness, and I'm going to talk plain, 
he replied, in answer to their criti- 
cism. 


The collection 
from 
Tuesday 
night's audience was the smallest ev- 
er received in an audience of 3000 
persons, said Dr. Lyon. 
Only one 


person put a dollar bill in the pans, 
four put half-dollars. 30 put quar- 
ters, 159 put dimes, 415 put nickels, 
and 207 pennies were contributed. 
In all. 801 coins were deposited — 
and 2200 people did not have any- 
thing to give to the Lord! Dr. Lyon 
pleaded for larger collections—de- 
claring that he was not geting any 
of it—in fact, he is under an 
ex- 


pense of $12 to $15 daily out of his 
own pocket for the maintenance ol 
the party. "It's just as one saloon 
keeper said," he remarked/'Until the 
people of Xewark—the church people 


-put more than two cents apiece in 


the collection box. the saloon keepers 
and their friends aren't going to 
come to the meetings." 


The neighborhood meetings will 
be held in churches Friday morninj 
at 9 o'clock, instead of in homes. 
There will be six of these meetings 
in various parts of the city. The 
churches and the leaders are as fol- 
lows:

Afternoon Meeting. 


The first afternoon meeting of the 
campaign was not particularly well 
attended, only about 200, mostly wo- 
men, 
visiting the tabernacle. Their 
presence, however, attested the fact 
that there is at least a small portion 
of Xewark"s church people willing to 
sacrifice their household duties to 
engage in the revival work, and this 
knowledge seemed an inspiration to 
Dr. Lyon, as wel! as to Prof. Mitch- 
ell, who led the music of the after- 
noon with even more zeal than dur- 
ng preceding meetings. Mrs. Powell 
sang, as promised, and quite 
won 


he hearts of her audience by 
her 


charming ability. There was one-in- 
cident in the service that will be Ion? 
remembered 
by 
those fortunate 


enough to see it. Just as Prof. 
Mitchell commenced to lead the audi- 
ence in that sreat old song of relig- 
ous faith, "Will There Be Any Stars 
n My Crown?'' an aged lady was as- 
sisted down to the front row. She 
was at least 70 jfars of age, wink- 
ed and bent, but her face bespoke a 
aith that was undying as she listen- i 


«d t* the words that promised an 
eternal reward for her life of »*r- 
vice. Her very presence teemed to 
add new meaning to the afternoon 
meeting. 


Dr. Lyon discussed the opening 
chapters of Xehemiah, in -which the 
prophet undertook the rebuilding of 
the city of Jerusalem, and in 
the 


work of the great revivalist of an- 
cient times, Dr. Lyon found a mes- 
sage that should prove of great ben- 
efit to the local workers. He dis- 
cussed the makers of excuses, such 
a* Xehemiah had to contend with, 
those who persistently criticised and 
those who were void of any desire 
to encourage the good 
work , and 


found apt parallels for comparison in 
the daily walks of this age. 


The Devil's Trick. 
"It is amusing how the deril can 


pick and find excuses If we don't 
want to do a thing," Dr. Lyon said. 
"Another way the devil has of get- 
ting hold of us is by having us make 
a lot of engagements. 
I'd rather 


have one hour with a man who is 
busy, though, than a month with one 
of those lazy, shiftless fellows. There 
are always plenty of avenues for the 
man who is willing to do things. 


"There are lots of people." Dr. 
Lyon claims, "who sneer at missions. 
'Let them have their religion and let 
us have ours.' is their belief. When- 
ever I hear a man say that he does- 
n't believe in missions, he is eithher 
a backslider or has never known God. 
God had but one son, and he sent 
Him to be a foreign missionary." 
All excuses were 


the great prophet. 
swept aside by 
He was deter- 
mined," continued the preacher, "to 
keep up the great work in Jerusa- 
lem. He spent his days in fasting 
and praying. Friends, there's too 
much dry-eyed praying in this coun- 
try, if we had better prayers we 
would have better preachers. More- 
over, you can't fool God with croc- 
odile tears." 


The second chapter of the book 
tells of Xehemiah's 
work, which 


commenced with his brief survey of 
the city. "I and a few men with 
me," the holy report reads. 
"Friends." commented the revival- 
ist, "if this country is to be saved 
tor Christ, it will be done by the 
few. 
not by the many. If you and I 


had the. spirit of earnestness, of peni- 
tence, of patience 
that Xehemiah 


had, 
if we would come with weeping 


and praying, we would win out over 
all the world. There is no need of 
glossing things over. Wfliy is it that 
only about one man in every ten ever 
puts his foot inside a church. Pro- 
testant or Catholic? Why is it that 
sin is increasing five times as fast as 
the population of the world? Why is 
it that church members are engaged 
in their money-makine. their pleas- 
ures, instead of following in the foot- 
steps of Christ "' 


Salvation of tlie Home. 
The speaker touched a chord that 


met with prompt and evidenced sym- 
pathy when he said: "Salvation, like 
charity, ought to begin at home. Lots 
of people will insist on mending the 
faults of their neighbors when they 
ought to be mending their own. 
Christian people.why don't you speak 
to your family about Christ? Why 
don't you have that longing to bring 
your own child to Christ, and let no 
one take from you the glory of the 
conversion of that son or that daugh- 
ter. I cannot give yon anything bet- 
ter than that for your own good. Is 
it so hard for you to talk to your 
children about Christ? 
If so, there 
Is something wrong with your own 
spiritual life. If you can't go to 
your next door neighbor and 
talk 
about 
Jesus, there is 
something 
wrong with you." 
Dr. Lyon then brought out 
the 
various types of people with whom 
Nehemiah had to deal, as shown by 
the fourth chapter of the 
annals. 
"Sanballaf was wroth and took great 
indignation," quoted the speaker. "I 
like to get people mad by saying 
things to them sometimes. Anything 
but a dull time. Let me tell vou, 
any sort of a person or church that 
conld sit down in the midst of the 
liquor business and the other vices 
that you have in Xewark is an op- 
ponent and not an exponent of Jesus 
Christ. It's like crawling through a 
sand bank to influence those people; 
it's hard to make an impression. 
"Tobias was another 
type. He 
prophesied that the work would not 
last. We have his kind here in Xew- 
ark. 
They say that -the work of the 
revival won't be lasting. I'd rather 
fight a man like Tobias than fight 
Indians. There are lots of them 
skulking around here, criticizing and 
doing all in their power to 
break 
down t>>e walls that are erected." 
The "Can't^lo-it" Type. 


"And 
then there is the man who is 
always discouraged, like Judah (Xe- 
hemiah 4:10). The burden of a pas- 
tor Is the fellow who always says 
we cant.' " 


But the work of Xehemiah was 


successful because "the people had a 
mind to work." declared the speaker. 
'And If there Is any harder work 
ihan soul winning, I want to know 
what it is. If we are to be success- 
ful, me must 'have a mind to work." 
And then comes the praying. 
Xot \ 
the talking, but real, earnest pray- 
ng. and then, more than all. give 
yourself with your gift. If we are to 
lave a revival, it Is because you and 
i will work as we have never work- 
ed before. 


"If you peoole walk around 
the 
aisles In the aftermeetings." added 
:he preacher, "and shake hands cold- 
y. just offering the tips of your fin- 
gers, as many people do, you are go- 
ng to do more harm than good. 


"The building up-of the work of 


God is constructive and destructive 
at the same time. Too much of our 
so-called religion of today is sword 
work, and they have forgotten to 
use the trowel. Our reformation us- 
ually is more evident than our re- 
;eneration." 


In closing, Dr. Lyon advised his 


hearers not to heed the call of the 
[evil's forces when popularity is of- 
ered in an effort to restrain from 
personal work. "Don't mistake pop- 
ilarity with influence. That's 
the 


way the devil gets hold of a lot of 
>reachers. Lot in Sodom was more 
iopular than Abraham out of Sodom, 
ut Abraham was more Influential. 
Vehemiah was tempted to leave his 
vork, to accept the fruits of popular- 
ly from the opposing hosts, but he 
qplied: 'No, God nas given me 
a 


feat work. I cannot come down!' "
